REASONS  FOR  THE  ENACTMENT 


The  terms  of  the  Boards  and  Committees  functioning  in  the 
Municipal  Boards,  Notified  Areas  and  Town  Areas  had  expired  in  1976 
and  such  Boards  and  Committees  had  ceased  to  fully  reflect  the  aspira- 
tions of  the  people.  As  such,  the  Uttar  Pradesh  Municipalities, 
Notified  Areas  and  Town  Areas  (Alpakalik  Vyawastha)  Adhiniyam,  1977 
(U.  P.  Act  no.  13  of  1977)  was  enacted  to  provide  for  vesting  of  the
